THE NEW YEAR AND PEACE 

Qnce again We'enter upon a new year to the 
accompaniment of talk about peace. Taking 
advantage of their pourparlersrywlth 4he Bol- 
sheviki the Teutonic allies arJPg'ktending their 
feelrrs for peace to (he Entent allies This 
move is clearly made with the idea of impress¬ 
ing their own people that in the even of such 
feelers being rejected the onus of the carrying 
onThe war falls on the Entente shoulders. This 
is part of tneir game. The German leaders, 
no longer confident of complete victory crown¬ 
ing the war which they thrust on Europe in 
1914, a victory in which they saw the subjug¬ 
ation of the world to Germany, find it necess 
ary to try an invasion of the main principles 
of the Entent aims by beclouding the situation 
with talk about peace, The well schooled op 
inion of the German people will doubtless ac¬ 
cept the version of their leaders, but not so the 
Allies. The war aims of the latter have been 
clearly and definitely stated by the leaders of 
Great Britain, France and the United States in 
unmistakable manner, and it is not likely that 
there is any room for misunderstanding in re¬ 
gard to them. » 

If these have not been, sufficient declarations, 
there is the recent pronouncement of British 
labour in convention, a pronouncement em¬ 
phatically declaring that it is the firm deter¬ 
mination of labor to continue in support of the 
war to a successful issue in order that the 
world may be safe for democracy hereafter. 
Labour makes it clear that the war continues, 
not for conquest but for principles and ideals. 

the voice of labour gives added weight to 
the words of Mr. Lloyd George. It settles the 
question, if ever there was such, as to where 
labour stands and it is a stern reply to German 
critics who have tried - !© discredit Mr. Lloyd 
George as the spokesman of Great Britain. 
There should be no further misgiving in their 
minds as to where Baitish labour stands in re¬ 
gard to the w-ar. 

And as it is with British labour so it is with 
the people throughout the countries of the 
Allies. They see that ohly by a successful 
termination of the war is there any guarantee 
for democracy in the future, Fresiuent Wil¬ 
son’s statement to the efftfct that the Allies 
can only deal with a German government 
which ^representative of the will of the Ger¬ 
man people is as true today as it ever was, and 
if the German people could only make a declar¬ 
ation similar to that made by British labour 
the first signs of peace would be here. But 
for th$ time being at any rate Germany can 
only be heard through the mouth of. her rulers, 
and though the peace proposals have their in¬ 
teresting side they will be unacceptable to the 
rest of the world, ''onvng from the source they 
do. What they may lead to is in the lap of the 
future.

GOV’T SUSPEND ALBERTA 
FARM LOAN ACT 

War conditions and unforeseen 
developements incident thereto 
hav® prompted the Pfovincial 
Government to make a statement 
of the situation with respect to 
the operation of the Farm Loan 
Act. 

The Act was passed in April 
last and the matter of bringing 
it ir t > operation ha^ been con¬ 
stantly before the Government. 
It will be remembered that up 
to that time the United States 
had not entered the war and 
that the American market was 
then open to the world for bor¬ 
rowing purposes. As soon, 
however, as the United States 
joined the Allies, her markets 
were closed to outside borrowers 
with the result that our source 
of supply one from which in re¬ 
cent years a substantial portion 
of our borrowings had been re¬ 
ceived was cut off. There re¬ 
mained only the Canadian mar¬ 
ket and it is hardly necessary 
to add that the large require¬ 
ments of the Dominion Govern¬ 
ment for war purposes preclude 
our borrowing in that quarter at 
a rate low enough to make the 
plan a success. 

The main principle of the 
Farm Loan Act involves the 
borrowing and the reloaning of 
money with a percentage added 
to cover administration charges, 
and it will be seen that to insure 
effective results' a continuous 
supply of money at a reasonable 
rate of interest is essential. The 
Government has, therefore, de¬ 
termined that in the interests of 
the farmers themselves, the 
present is not an opportune time 
to cofnmence the loaning of 
money under the Farm Loan 
Act, and it has been decided to 
postpone its operation until con¬ 
ditions become more normal.

Synopsis of Canadian North¬ 
west Land Regulations 

i THE sole lieaJ of a family, or any 
male over 18 years old, who w as’at the 
conmidiicrment of the present war, and 
has since contlnued to bej a British sub¬ 
ject or a subject of nn allied or neutral 
country, may homestead a quarter seo- 
tion of.available Dominion Land in Man¬ 
itoba; Saskatchewan or Alberta. Appli¬ 
cant must appear in person at Dominion 
Lands Agency or Snb-Agencv for I)i»- 
trict. Entry by proxy may be made on 
certain conditions. Duties—Six months 
teaidence upon and cultivation of laud in 
each of three years. • 

In certain districts a Homesteader may 
secure an ml Joining . quarter-section as 
pre-emption. Price $3.00 per acre. 
Duties—Reside six montlia in ench of 
three years after earning homestead pat¬ 
ent and cultivate 50 acres extra. May 
obtain pre-emption patent as soon as 
homestead patent on certain conditions. 

A settle^ nfter obtaining homestead 
patent, if he cannot secure a preem pi ion, 
may take a purchased homestead in cer¬ 
tain districts. Price $3.00 per acre. Must 
reside six months in eacli of three years, 
cultivate 50 acres and erect a house worth 
$300.00. 

i Holders of entries may count time of 
employment ns farm labourers in Canada 
during 1917, as residence duties under 
certain conditions. 

When Dominion fjinds are adverti-ed 
or posted for entry,returned soldiers who 
have served overseas and have been hon- 
6urahly discharged, receive one day pri. 
ority in pp’ving for entry at local Agents 
Office (I cl not Suh-Agency). Discharge 
papers nu be presented to Agent.
